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A Proclamation declaring His Maieſties Royall 


grace, and pleaſure, to confirme to His Subiects their defectiue 
T.iitles, Eſtates, and Poſſeſsions, (aſwell by colour of former Grants, as without 
any Grant from the Crowne) by His Commiſsion 


granted to that purpoſe. 


— — He Kings moſt Excellent Maicſtie taking notice of the Act of 
Ils.. 4 Parliament made in theone and twentteth yeere of the Reigne ofHis 
Pe deare and Royall Father, King lames(of bleſſed memozie,lately decea- 
ed) Intituled, An Act kozthe generall quiet ofthe Subietts againſt all 
I pietentes of Concealments; By which Act the Subiects were, and are 
ſettled in the poſſeſſions of, and in thoſe Pannours, and Lands, 
_ 3 which they and their Anceſtors had enioped by the ſpace of thzeelcoze 
———vveeres next beto:e the ſaid Acte, other then ſuch Lands, Liberties, 
and other Hereditaments in the layd Act excepted, as by the layd Act appeareth ; The which 
was a grace and fauour, that none of his Pzedeceſſours yeelded vnto in fozmer times: In re- 
lpect whereof, his Pateltie might now in Juſtice, andreaſon, reduce to the Crowne all ſuch o⸗ 
ther Pannoursand Lands whereunto Hts Highneſle hath Right and Title, and which were 
not letled by che ſayd Att, to the increaſe of His Reuenew; And the rather foz that both His Maie⸗ 
ſties ſaiddeare Father, and hunlelfe, haue extended their grace to all ſuch whom it might ton⸗ 
terne, vpon eaſie compoſitions ,to pꝛeuent their owne dangers, and yet the ſamehath beene neg⸗ 
lected. Heuerthelelle, is Mateſtie hauing nothing moꝛe in His Pzincely deſire, then the general 
good of his Subiects, pꝛeferring their peace and quiet befoze His owne benefit , is now grati⸗ 
ouſly pleaſed once moꝛe to renew his ſayd Commiſſion to ſundzy of the Loꝛds, aud others of

Hts Pꝛiuie Counſell,and others of his Judges and Counſell learned, authoziſing them there · 
by to treate and compound on His Maieſties behalfe, foꝛ the ſelling, graunting, and confirming 
to ſuch of His Subiects (whom it may concerne) as well their defectine Titles, Eſtates and 
poſſeſſions, in ſuch Mannonrs and Lands, which they now pꝛetend to hold, vnder colour of 
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doe, — lvoke foz further . 
gentes. And. that no man may pꝛetend ignozance, how farre this grace extendeth , His Ma⸗ 
 teſtie hath hereunto annexed an abſtract of the ſaid Commiſſion, whereby each one ( whom it 

concerneth ) may take knowledge fo what, and how hee may bee relieued imm time and by a 
due courle he ſhallleeke the ſame, And his Pateſtie doeth further declare his Nopal pleaſure 
to dee, that all perſons (whomtt may concerne) by this pubitque detlaration ut this His gract- 
ous pleaſure, either voluntarily 'of themlelues, oz vpon Letters to bet tu them directed from 
His Pateſties Commiſſioners , with a dzaught of the particular caſes, fallt not at thetr perils 
to attend the ſatd Commiſſioners , foz ſuch moderate andreaſonable Compoſitions , asſhall bee 
found fic, and equall foz them. 

And His Bateſtte, the better to bee tnfozmed who imbzaceth this His Royall grace, and who 
neglecteth the lame, Hath appointed and commanded Robert Typper, of Grapes Inne, His Pa, 
ieſties ſeruant, to attend his Pateſties Commiſſioners, as in fozmer times hee hath done, who 
is to acquaint his Pateſties layd Commiſſioners with the State ofthe ſenerall Caſes, of thoſe 
that hall lenke a Compoſition, as afozeſaid; And who doe accept this his Pateſties grace , and 
who not, whereupon luch further pzoceedings may be had foz the maintaining of his Pateſties 
Right, and Title, and intrealing ofhiRenenew,as ſhall bee tult. n
